It developed that 
his interest: was not commercial but political and economic aspects 
of the OECD, NATO and the EEC,, for a report on the "Problems and 
Trends in Atlantic Partnership" which he is preparing for the Senate 
Foreign. Relations Committee, He left by early plane for Brussels on

: Mr, Newhouse pronounced himself : very well satisfied, with the . .. 
Embassy’s arrangements for his visit. To judge by his discussions, 
in moat of which the reporting officer also participated, he was 
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able to gather useful material for his report. As far as the' Embassy is 
concerned, Mr. Newhouse was a very pleasant and undemanding visitor to 
care for.
